Workmen’s Compensation Acts: Payment of Medical 
Practitioners tor Certificates and Reports. 

_The following is the policy of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation as laid down by the Representative Body in 1912 
for the remuneration of medical practitioners giving 
= and reports under the Workmen’s Compensation 

ete: 

(i) That the furnishing of certificates in cases of injury to 
workmen is no part of the duty of members of the honorary 
or paid medical staffs of voluntary hospitals, 

(ii) That a certificate of attendance of a workman at hos- 
pital, containing no information as to the nature of the case, 
should not be regarded as a medical certificate. 

(iii) That any medical certificate expressing an opinion as 
to the fitness or unfitness of a patient to follow his employ- 
thent or any report on such cases, under the Workmen's Com- 
pensation Act, given by any member of the staff of a volun- 
tary hospital, whether honorary or paid, should be paid for, 
and the fee should be received by the medical practitioner 
who signs the certificate. The minimum fee for a certificate 
should be 2s. 6d. 

(vy) That in the case of all medical reports under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, em by the members of the 

_ Staffs of voluntary hospitals, whether Casters or paid, the 

‘fee should not be less than £1 1s. 

‘(v) That in the case of all initial examinations with report 
under the Workmen’s Compensetion Act, given 
tioner not as a member of the staff of any voluntary hospital, 
the fee should be not less than 10s. 6d.

Methylated Spirit. 

The only Regulation in the Methylated Spirit Regula- 
tions (Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 1240, dated 
December 7th, 1925) which affects the medical profes-ion 
is as follows: 


10. (1) A duly registered pharmaceutica] chemist or chemist and 
druggist or any person who lawfully keeps open shop for ihe 
retailing of poisons in accordance with the provisions of the 
Pharmacy Act, 1868, (~) as amended by the Poisons and Pharmacy 
Act, 1903, (») may, when duly authorised by the Commissioners, 
receive and have in his possession Industrial Methylated Spirits for 
sale as received or as a constituent of an antiseplic or lotion or 
other preparation prescribed for external use which is not capable 
of being used as a beverage, for medical and surgical purposes 
other than internal use as a medicine, and for veterinary purposes, 
subject to the following conditions : 

(a) The spirits, or preparations containing them must be 
supplied only on a written order (which expression shall, when 
used in this Regulation, mean an order for sale of the spirits 
as received) or prescription (which. expression shall, when used 
in this Regulation, mean a prescription for one or more 
ingredients in addition to spirits), dated and signed : 

(i) by a duly qualified practitioner or a dentist, for use as 
an application to the skin of patients, or as an agent 
in instruments; 

(ii) by a duly qualified veterinary surgeon, as an application 
to the skin of animals, or as an agent in sterilizing 
instruments, and no greater quantity than one imperial 
pint of spirits, either alone or as an ingredient of a 

reparation, shall be supplied at any one time to or 
or the use of any one person. 

(b) An order must state the purpose for which the spirits 
are intended to be used, whieh must be one of the purposes 
authorised in this Regulation. ° 

(c) An order must specify ithe quantity of spirits required, 
and shall not be acted upon more than seven days after the 
date it bears. 

(a) The order or prescription must bear the name and 
address of the person to whom the spirits = are 
to be supplied by the vendor in accordance with the 
Regulations. 

(ce) The order or prescription must be copied in the preserip- 
tion book with the patient’s or animal owner’s full name and 
address, together with the full name and address of the 
medical practitioner, dentist, or veterinary surgeon, as the 
case may be. A similar entry must be made in the prescrip- 
tion on every subsequent occasion when the prescription 
is dispensed. A fresh order must be obtained on every 
occasion when spirits alone are required, but preparations 
in which spirits are one of the mgredients may be dispensed 
without a fresh prescription. 

(f) The bottle or vessel in which Industrial Methylated 
Spirits are supplied without admixture on an order must have 
a label bearing the words Methylated Spirits.” 
‘For external use only, for medical, surgical, or veterinary 
purposes,” and the name and address of the vendor. 


(2) On every delivery of spirits, whether as received or as a 
constituent of a preparation as aforesaid, under this Regulation, 
the vendor shall enter the prescription in his prescription book and 
keep a record of the particulars of the transaction in the form 
prescribed in the Third Schedule, and shall keep such book and 
record upon his trading premises open to inspection by the 

roper Officer and shall allow him to take any extract therefrom 

f the preparation is not an article described in the British 
Pharmacopoeia, the British Pharmaceutical Codex or other well 
known book of reference, the formula should be recorded in the 

(3) This Regulation shall not atply to preparations which are 
made with Industrial Methylated Spirits for use in an art or 
manufacture under the special authority of the Commissioners.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


SovTHERN BrancH: PortsMoutTH DIVISION. 

A MEETING of the Portsmouth Division was held at the Queen's 
Hotel, Southsea, on March 11th, when Dr. A. MEARNS FRaseR 
was in the chair. There were present 74 members, of whom 
54 sat down to the supper preceding the meeting. 

Following upon the formal business an address upon manipw 
lative surgery was given by Mr. A. G. Trwprett Fisurer, 
M.C., F.R.C.S. (London). 


Manipulative Surgery. 

Mr. Timbrell Fisher, in his opening remarks, said that the 
medical profession was now taking a keen and lively interest 
in a large therapeutic field with great opportunities of alleviating 
disability and suffering, and that this field had unfortunately in 
the past been left very largely to laymen. It was insufficiently 
recognized that the brilliant successes of which one heard required 
a long apprenticeship, constant practice, and a very highly 
developed sense of touch whereby the exact amount of force and 
the method of its application could be accurately gauged. There 
was no reason whatsoever why medical men should not, if they 
took the trouble, obtain far better results than bonesetters. He 
was often asked, ‘‘ Does the bonesetter possess some special 
knowledge hidden from the medical profession?’ He had ro 
hesitation in saying that bonesetters did not possess such special 
knowledge, but that in some cases they appeared io have 
possessed special skill, which had been acquired by constant 
practice of their specialty spread over many years. It was not 
difficult to see how tlrs was so. The bonesetters were for centuries 
the legitimate practitioners of orthopaedic surgery, and_ their 
manipulative methods had been passed from one bonesetier to 
another for generations, and in many cases this manual dexterity 
had been hereditary. It was a matter of common knovwsgiklge 
that manual dexterity could be improved to an astonishing degre 
by constant practice. It was obvious that a practitioner who 
only occasionally performed a manipulation was working at a 
disadvantage, provided, of course, that any given case was a 
suitable one for manipulation. The lecturer desired strongly to 
emphasize the fact that if the profession were to beat the 
bonesetter it also must make the subject a specialiy. If the 
profession would live up to its responsibilities and endeavour by 
research into underlying principles, and by unremitting practice, 
and by instituting special departments and clinics, to put manipu- 
lative surgery on a scientific basis, there would be no need for 
bonesetters, and it would regain that public confidence that it 
had to a certain extent lost. Furthermore, this was a more 
honourable and dignified way of retrieving the position than a 
campaign of abuse and ill inspired argument. There could then 
be no question of State registration of lay bonesetters or of their 
employment under medical supervision, because when the subject 
was properly taught there would be many expert qualificd 
manipulatoys, and the need for the utilization of unqualified 
persons would not arise. In this respect he differed from Lord 
Dawson, who had suggested in a recent discussion that it might 
be wise to employ unqualified manipulators strictly under medical 
supervision. 

M.. Fisher next passed to a brief consideration of osteopathy, 
and examined the underlying theories, which he characterized as 
not only scientifically untenable but in many cases dangerous. 
He stated that the cases in which osteopaths appeared to do 
good could be divided into two groups: In the first group were 
the patients with symptoms actually located in the spine or 
back, and in whom the alleviation or cure might be ascribed 
to the breaking down of some adhesion in ligament, muscle, or 
aponeurosis, or to the rectification of some minor displacement. 
In the second group were the patients whose symptoms were not 
actually located in the spine or back but elsewhere, bui which 
were largely functional. The theory of the osteopath impressed 
the patient. by its delightful simplicity : a bone was out of place, 
and was interfering with the blood supply of the affected region. 
The simplicity of the theory, the conviction with which it was 


| uttered, and the actual treatment itself all acted by powerful 


suggestion, and the osteopath was rightly credited with the 
beneficial result, although his own explanation of its occurrence 
was erroneous. 

Mr. Fisher urged that the medical profession should oppose 
any official recognition of osteopathy, for the public would inter- 
pret even a limited form of State recognition as a licence to 
diagnose and treat all forms of disease, and the results would be 
very serious. Referring to the suggestion that the osieopaths 


should be registered and permitted to practise under medical - 


supervision, he considered that this would lead to many abuses, 
and hoped that the kernel of good in osteopathy would be 
practised in this country by persons who had received a qualifica- 
tion in mediciné.and surgery recognized by the General Cowncil 
of Medical Education. He. next proceeded to give a description 
of the general indications for manipulative surgery, with the 
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principles applicable to the different groups, illustrating his 
yemarks with examples. He concluded his remarks by’ referring 
to a clinic of manipulative surgery for the treatment of poor 
patients which he had instituted in London, and at which it is 
hoped to arrange later on a course of lectures and demonstrations 
for practitioners and bona-fide medical students. 


This was followed by an interesting discussion, which was 
taken part in by, among others, Drs, Orp, BoswortH Waricur, 
‘VALENTINE, Lyte, W. LamptovcnH, H. Ross, McAskir, 
P. GREEN, and INMAN.

SIGHT-TESTING OPTICIANS. 


DervuTaTION TO THE Minister oF HEALTH. 

Tre Minister of Health, the Right Hon. Neville Chamberlain, 
received, on March 26th, a deputation from the Joint Council of 
Qualified Opticians, with which was associated the British Optical 
Association, to discuss a bill to secure the registration of optical 
practitioners and to regulate the practice of sight testing and 
optical dispensing, which had been presented to Parliament ly 
a private member. 


Mr. Aves, chairman of council of the Institute of Ophthalmic 
Opticians, said that the —- opticians had been refused 
representation on the departmental committee on the causes and 
a of blindness; they had not been allowed to give evidence 
efore the committee; and representations which they had mado 
after the report of the committee had been published by the 
Ministry of Health had not been fairly considered. Further, they 
had not been fully consulted before the scheme of optical treatment 
to be given as an additional benefit under the National Health 
Insurance Scheme had been drawn up. There had in the past been 
a conflict of views between the opticians and the doctors, but 
the opticians claimed that they were as fully alive to the needs 
of the public health as the doctors, and they had no desire but 
to arrive at some arrangement which would meet the legitimate 
objections that had been raised against the registration of opticians. 
The opticians only claimed competence to deal with errors of 
refraction and to detect functional abnormalities requiring specialist 
treatment by an ophthalmic surgeon, and it was a condition of 
the diplomas granted to opticians by their organizations that a!l 
cases of functional abnormalities should be referred to a medical 
practitioner. He claimed that_they had therefore done all that 
the Minister, in — on Dr. Graham Little’s motion about 
the registration of osteopaths in the House of Commons, had 
advised osteopaths to do, before claiming the right to prohibit 
unregistered practice. They had already established a college, a 
hospital, and diplomas.. He urged that a committee should be 
appointed to decide whether the Government would not be well 
advised to accept the bill promoted by the opticians. 

Mr. Barker (President of the British Optical Association) said 
that the optical trade was united on the question. The treat- 
ment of errors of refraction was so important, both to the industry 
and to the public, that it should be under the sanction of the 
law and limited te those who had been educated to treat them 
and at the same time to detect functional abnormalities. The 
Royal Commission on National Health Insurance had been satisfied 
with the competence of the opticians to deal with errors of 
refraction, which, according to the evidence put forward hy 
medical specialists, amounted to a very large percentage of the 
total cases of defective vision. Legislation similar to that which 
was proposed was already in force throughout practically the 
whole of the British Empire and the United States of America. 
He claimed that the bill would be of value to the community and 
a protection against charlatans, and would put an end to the 
conflict of views that had arisen between the opticians and the 
doctors. 

Mr. Hoventon (Chairman of the Joint Council of Qualified 
Opticians) said that for three years opticians had been treating 
insured persons to the perfect satisfaction of approved societies 
and to the insured population. There was little or no evidence 
of any serious consequences to any single patient through having 
been treated by an optician. Rather the case was that they could, 
and in many cases did, recognize disease, and in accordance with 
the condition of their diplomas referred the patients to qualified 
ophthalmic surgeons. The public resented the waste of time 
involved in having always to consult doctors before receiving 
ophthalmic benefit. ; 

The Mrsxister said that the bill as drafted would debar doctors 
from treating defects of vision. This was perhaps not an insuper- 
able difficulty, but he doubted whether any amendment which 
would remove it would leave the bill in a form acceptable to the 
opticians. But the whole difficulty was that defect of vision 
might be due to simple errors of construction in the eye itself 
which could be corrected mechanically pd glasses; to dis in 
the eye needing treatment apart from the. provision of glasses; 


or disease not localized in the eye but due to a pathological - 


condition in the body. If a case was not rightly classified serious 
injury to the patient might ensue. Even if such a risk were 
confined to a very small percentage of patients he would not he 
‘ustified in submitting them to it, as he was advised that it was 
in fact, very serious indeed. He.was also not satisfied that 
the Optical Board proposed in the schedule to their bill would 
secure the qualification only of persons co tent to r nize 
disease, and he pointed out that 18 of the members the 
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proposed board were to be opticians. It was not possible to 
argue from conditions in one country to those in another. Con- 
ditions in the Dominions were entirely different. ‘There were vast 
territories with relatively small and widely scattered populations, 
who could not all be served by doctors. Nor could he accept 
their argument that his advice to the osteopaths supported their 
claim. After advising the osteopaths to set up a college and 
institute a diploma he had gone on to speak of the way in the 
United States of America the osteopaths had assimilated their 
curriculum to that of the medical schools. He did not see how 
the opticians could similarly assimilate their curriculum. He 
admitted, however, they had a case up to a certain point.- He 
had some sympathy with their claim that persons who had 
properly qualified themselves to treat errors of refraction not 
requiring mediéal attention should have a special label, and he 
would like to meet this point. The difficulty out of which he could 
not sec his way was how patients suffering from simple errors of 
refraction could be distinguished from those in whom defect of 
vision was due to some pathological condition.
